Activity Report 

Debt Service Rate goes to $6.06 from $4.03 
 

In the May 2015 Newsletter, Ashville published an article about the 
development of the Water Resource Recovery Facility. In that arti-
cle the process was discussed and the establishment of a “Debt 
Service Charge” for financing development and constructions.  

 

The facility began operation October 2017. The cost of development and construction was 16.5 
million dollars. This has resulted in an annual payment to OWDA and OPWC of $560,000.  
An increase is authorized by Ordinance 2019-11 and the new fee is $6.06/1000 gallons. 
The first charge was 69¢ in 2014 was followed by $1.29, $1.95, $2.63, $4.03 and now in 
2019 $6.06. The objective was to have a graduation increase to determine what the final 
Debt Services after construction will be. Next year will be the culmination of this process. 
The growth of the village over time will reduce the per 1000 gallon. To find out more infor-
mation a project webpage was created and is available to review at 
http://www.asvhilleohio.gov or https://ashvilleohio.gov/index.php/water-resource-recovery-facility.  

 
 

The pedestrian will wait until 
the LED flashing has be-
gun. The next step is to 
confirm that traffic on St. Rt. 
752 from the east and west 
has stopped. The pedestri-
an will need to verify that 
any vehicles on Ashton 
Woods Drive and the Teays 
Valley driveway have also 
stopped.  

         Don’t assume!  

The pedestrian can now 
proceed across the road-
way. They should re-
mained engaged with their 
surroundings and continue  
to monitor traffic. Specifi-
cally, the pedestrian should 
not be using their cell 
phone for texting or phone 
conversations. This device 
is 60% to 80% effective; 
therefore you need to be 
concerned about the % 
that may not see you or the 
flashing LED diodes. 

Two more of these RRFB’s de-
vices are plan to be added to the 
streets in 2020. More information 
on this in future newsletters. 

This previously published newsletter article is about 
the pedestrian crosswalk and signal on State Route 
752 just in front of Teays Valley High School. Some 
students may not be aware of the signal rules and 
some drivers may not be cognizant of their obliga-
tion to STOP when the signal is flashing.  

This traffic device is called a Rapid Rectangular 
Flashing Beacon (RRFB). The purpose of this de-
vice is to improve safety and mobility for pedestri-
ans, bicyclists and drivers to share roadways, 
through the development of safer crosswalks, side-
walks, and pedestrian  technologies, and 
educational and safety programs. The 
characteristics of rapid-flashing beacons 
cause drivers to detect people along the 
roadway and enhance the likelihood of 
drivers yielding to a pedestrian.  

 First, the pedestrian activates the flashing 
beacon by pressing “Pushbutton”.
